Dorothy Wheeler Holbrook, A.B. 


The candidate will be presented by John Dixon Elder, 
Trustee of Oberlin College 


Born on September 12, 1914 in Malden, Massachusetts, 
Dorothy Wheeler Holbrook attended the public schools of Wa- 
tertown and, in 1936 completed the A.B. degree at Bates Col- 
lege, Lewiston, Maine. A member of Phi Beta Kappa, she 
taught English, French, and women’s athletics at Barre (Mass.) 
High School in 1936-37. In 1937 she married Clyde Holbrook, 
later moving to Colorado Springs, where she became active in 
the League of Women Voters. From the time of her arrival in 
Oberlin in 1951, she served the Oberlin League of Women 
Voters in a number of capacities, including chair of several 
study groups and the membership and finance committees, and 
as secretary and president. She was substitute teacher in the 
public schools of Oberlin, Elyria, and Wellington from 1951- 
62; a full-time English teacher at Oberlin High School in 1959; 
taught Latin in the Oberlin College classics department from 
1965-70; was assistant and supervisor of practice teachers in the 
College’s education department from 1970-77, and acting as- 
sistant professor in that department in 1977. She served as a 
board member of the Newcomers Club during 1953-54, she has

been a member of the Faculty Wives’ Club since 1951, serving 
as a board member from time to time, and as a frequent partici- 
pant in its programs. From 1962-64 she was a member of the 
YWCA Advisory Board, acting as an advisor to the tutorial 
committee, which grew into the Oberlin Tutorial Project 
(OTP), of which she was supervisor from 1964-71. OTP coor- 
dinated the work of a few hundred Oberlin College students 
each year with public school children for tutoring and big 
brother/sister activities, and used College students as teacher 
aides in classrooms. As OTP supervisor, Dorothy Holbrook 
acted as liaison between students and teachers, offering 
seminars for tutors, winter term programs, and a semester-long 
special seminar for aides offered for credit. She was a member 
of the Parent-Teacher Association from 1951-64, serving as 
treasurer, room mother, finance chairman, and school survey 
chairman. She served as a Sunday school teacher, Women’s 
Fellowship member and president of First Church in Oberlin, a 
member of its board of trustees from 1974-77 and the board’s 
chairman in 1976-77.
